G.S.R. 1071(E):—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-rule (1) of rule 12A of the Central Excise Rules, 
1944, the Central Government hereby directs that a rebate 
of the duty of excise at the rate of fifty paise per kilogram 
shall be allowed in respect of tea thereinafter referred to as 
the gr>d;) falling undei hearing No. 09 02 of the Schedule 
to the Central Excise Tariff Act, '985 (5 of 1986) and used 
in the manufacture of blended tea or package tea, failing 
under heading No. 09.02 of the said Schedule, which is ex¬ 
ported out of India :

(5) the duty of excise under the Central Excises and Salt 
Act, 1944 U of 1944) has been paid on juch goods on 
or after the 9th September, 1986.
